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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 3 and 4 objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See MPEP 
§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 3 and 4 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informality: In line 2, —at— should be 
inserted before "mid" to correct a grammar error. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. 
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The recitation "wide" in claim 1 , line 2 is indefinite since "wide" is a relative term and it 
is unclear as to exactly what is meant by "wide". 

The recitation "the teeth" in claim 1, line 2 lacks proper antecedent basis. 

In claim 2, it is unclear as to what element the "one side" and the "opposite side" is 
supposed to be referring to in lines 1 and 2. 

Claim 2 is indefinite since method steps, "to make" and "made" are recited in an 
apparatus claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Garman. 

In so far as the claims can be understood, Garman shows a tooth 30,32 (Fig. 2) wherein 
one side the (right side of Fig. 2) is widened and the opposite side (middle portion of Fig. 2) is 
made straight with a rounded lower corner (adjacent 32) to make an inside safety tooth 30,32.
